County Fires 
“All Quiet” 
House Lost, 4,000 Acres 
Burned Over In Series Of 


Blazes Earlier In Week 


State Division of Forestry fire 
Suppression crews and their CCC 
camp assistants had a rest Wednes- 
day as lookouts reported “all quiet” 
on the fire situation. 


Only one fire was burning in the 
county Wednesday: the Rattlesnake 
Bar Blaze, and that was under con- 
trol. That fire broke out Sunday. 

In the “breathing spell” which 
the day afforded, a check-up showed 
a total of about 4,000 acres of brush 
and grass and some timber burned 
over during Sunday, Monday and 
Tuesday, and one house destroyed. 


That was on Monday, in the fire 
about a quarter mile east of El Do- 
rado. 


The Rattlesnake Bar blaze was 
under control. The Long Garden 
fire was reported as “practically 
out,” the fire east of El Dorado was 
Out and the fire in the Logtown sec- 
tion was out as was the fire which 
threatened a part of the Rescue 
district on Tuesday. 

With 40 acres burned at Logtown 
and 3,500 acres burned at Long 


| Garden and about 400 acres at Res- 


cue, the acreage burned over stood 
at more than 3,900 with no estimate

Bongard planted an experienced 
young miner in the mine, let him gain 
the confidence of the men, then set 
him up in an illicit ore-grinding 
business, Within 19 months, he had 
become so friendly with the prin- 
cipal highgrade buyer in town that 
he could turn in evidence to prove 
him guilty. 

Bongard has continued his inves- 
tigations in many gold mining dis- 
tricts of the _ state, and is now 
making substantial progress in 
checking highgrading in California 
for the first time sinme the days 
of 49.

This 
includes giving ‘equal prominence’ 
to both sides of any issue, empha- 
sizing all the implications of the 
words.” 

Bankhead said the one great safe- 
guard of democracy is for the peo- 
ple to know at all times what their 
elected representatives are doing, be- 
cause if they are really carrying out 
the will of the majority they will 
be retained in office and if they are 
not, they will be replaced by oth- 
ers. 

“That is the reason that the free 
American press has played such an 
important part in the American 
system of democracy ever since the 
nation was founded,” he said.

On South Pole Venture

THAT UNCLE SAM is about to 


stake out his share of the Antarctic 


| continent is not a bit surprising. 
The queer thing is that the South 
Pole has been so 
long neglected. 
Not that it 
hasn't been vis- 
ited and looked 
at. but it’s re- 
mained entirely 
unsettled. The 
North Pole is 
different. That's 
nothing 
open water. It’s 
frozen over, to 
be sure. How- 
ever, a. drifting 
ice floe is noth- 
ing to plant a 
colony on. And, at that, the 
rim of land all around the edge 
of the Arctic sea is slight- 
ly populated—Alaska, Canada, the 
northern Scandinavias and Euro- 
pean and Asiatic Russia. It isn't a 
dense population, but it even has 
some cities, like Archangel and 
Haparanda. huddled as close to
